The meeting at Pulaski, Va., 
Was a real success. We were 
met at the train by Sister Davis, 
Brother Simmons and Brother 
Hanks.

I don’t think that I have ever 
had a greater manifestation of 
love from any people than that 
of the people of Virginia. I used 
to think the people of Florida 
loved me greatly for coming to 
their rescue, but they will have 
to hurry if they beat Virginia. 
All right, I love the people in 
Virginia, and my heart of sym- 
pathy goes out in prayer to God 
that every true saint will be- 
come deeply rooted and ground- 
ed, that you will not be soon 
shaken from the faith of the 
gospel.

FORD TOURING CAR

WORK IN CHINA 


During the year 1923 a fund 
was started to purchase a Ford 
Touring Car for the Foreign 
Mission Work in China to be 
used by Jennie B. Rushin and 
those associated with her. The 
first special move was by the 
Church of God in Detroit, Mich., 
then the same matter was 
placed before the General As- 
sembly, November 1923; and 
considerable interest was shown 
and a number pledged cer- 
tain amounts to this fund. Many 
have paid, yet there is quite a 
number that have failed to send 
in their pledge to this date. 

In order to close our records 
on this matter and make a full 
and final report, we would re- 
spectfully insist that all who 
have failed to send in the 
amount of their pledge to this 
date, should do so at once as 
those who have so liberally and 
cheerfully contributed have 
been. patiently waiting to see 
the report of this matter and of 
the final results. We may say 
further for the information of 
our readers and especially those 
interested in this fund that 
several months ago, the car 
was purchased through the 
Kord International agency, 
Dodge & Seymour of New York, 
with orders to deliver the car 
to Jennie B. Rushin Shanghai, 
China. 

We applied at that time the 
amount of the special donatios 
received and finished up the 
amount out of the general fund 
for Foregin Missions in order 
that the whole matter might 
not be held up on the account 
of those who seem to be late 
in sending in. the amount of 
their pledge.

PENTECOST 
E. L. Simmons 
(Lesson Lev. 23:10-21.) 

As we are thinking of Pente- 
cost Sunday and the great event 
taking place that day, it seem- 
ed good to me to write these 
few lines concerning Pentecost. 

The day of Pentecost was so 
named from the Greek word, 
for fiftieth day after the pass- 
over, counting seven complete 
weeks from the sixteenth of 
Nisan, which corresponds with 
our month of April. 

It is also called the ‘Feast of 
Weeks” (Ex. 34:22.) and “Feast 
of Harvest.” (Ex. 23:16.) This 
day was a kind of a thanksgiv- 
ing day, or day of jubilee and 
lasted but one day. 

Fiity days prior to the day of 
Pentecost( at the feast of the 
passover) an he lamb without 
blemish of the first year was of- 
fered by the priest as a burnt 
offering to the Lord. A sheaf of 
the first-fruits of the harvest 
was also waved before the Lord 
on that day and accepted, as He 
became the first-fruits of them 
that slept and then ascended to 
the Father. 

Now as the Jews were to 
count seven complete weeks 
from the passover for a day of 
rest, thanksgiving and jubilee; 
so fifty days after the crucific- 
tion of Christ (who is our pass- 
over) came the day of Pente- 
cost, a day for the blessing to 
come upon the apostles, which 
Christ had promised. 

The day of Pentecost record- 
ed in the second chapter of Acts 
was a “Feast of Weeks,” be- 
cause it was seven complete 
weeks from the passover. It was 
a “Feast of Harvest,” because 
of the great harvest of souls 
brought to Christ that day on 
the account of the outpouring 
of the Holy Spirit and the great 
joy that accompanied it. 

Commandment was given in 
Numbers 28:26, that on this day 
they should have a holy convo- 
cation and do no servile work. 
Surely Pentecost was a “holy 
convocation” and a day of rest 
for spirit and body. 

Before the day of Pentecost, 
in Acts 2, there was only a rest 
for the body; but on that day 
the promise of a rest and re- 
freshing, (Isa. 28:12.) was ful- 
filled. 

The result of Pentecost has 
come on down to us, and to-day 
we are enjoying the blessed rest, 
the jubilee, and the refreshing 
that comes from the presence 
of God. 
| Pentecost should be fresh up- 
jon our minds all along life's 
!pathway. If this is so, right 
‘after the darkest hour will come 
the time of refreshing. Sunday, 
, June 8th, was Pentecost Sun- 
day. 

“And thou shalt keep the 
feast of weeks unto the Lord 
thy God with a tribute of a 
freewill offering of thine hand, 
which thou shalt give unto the 
Lord thy God, according as the 
Lord thy God hath blessed 
thee: , 

“And thou’ shalt rejoice be- 
fore the Lord thy God, thou, 
and thy son, and thy daughter, 
and thy manservant, and the 
Levite that is within thy gate, 
and the stranger, and the fath- 
erless, and the widow, that are 
among you, in the place which 
the Lord thy God hath chosen 
| to place his name there.” (Deut. 
16:10, 11.):
